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JOINT RULES 

OF THE 

i • 

SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 



1- 

A Joint Assembly shall be formed by an union 
of the Senate and House of Bepresentatives in the 
Hall of the latter, at such time and for such specific 
purpose only as may be expressed in a concurrent 
• resolution of both Houses; and may adjourn from 
time to time during the session of the General As- 
sembly. The President of the Senate shall in all 
cases preside over, and the Secretary of State, or 
in his absence, the Secretary of the Senate, shall 
officiate as Clerk ; and the rules of the Senate as 
far as applicable shall be observed in regulating the 
proceedings of every Joint Assembly. 

2. 

The proceedings of every Joint Assembly includ- 
ing the resolution ordering the same, shall be re- 
corded by the Clerk in a book kept for that purpose, 
* which shall be preserved in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, a copy of which shall be furnished 
to the Governor by the Secretary of State, and shall 
also be published with the Journal of the proceed- 
ings of the House of Bepresentatives. 
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8. 

At the commencement of each session the follow- 
ing Joint Standing Committees, consisting of two 
Senators and three Representatives, shall be ap- 
pointed by the presiding officers of the two Houses 
jespectively, to wit : 

A Committee on Joint Rules* 
A Committee on the Library. 
A Committee on the Reform School. 
A Committee on the State Work House. 

4. 

A Joint committee of three Senators and three 
Representatives shall be appointed by the presiding 
officers of the two Houses respectively, to whom 
may be referred all documents transmitted by the 
Governor for the use of the General Assembly, who 
shall report thereon to that House from which they 
were received. 

5. 

The committees of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, to whom the same subject matter shall 
have been referred, may, for the purpose of facili- 
tating business, meet together as a joint committee, 
and make a joint or separate report to either or 
both Houses, as they may think expedient 

6. 

In every case of disagreement between the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, if either shall 

request a conference and appoint a committee for 
that purpose, and the other House shall also appoint 

a committee on its part, such committee shall meet 
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at a conyenient hour, to be agreed upon by their 
chairman, in the conference room, and state to each 

other, verbally or in writiDg, the reasons of each 
House for its vote on the subject matter of disagree- 
ment, confer freely thereon, and make a report of 
their doings to their respective Houses as soon as 
may be. 

7. 

Committes of Conference shall consist of an 
equal number from each House, and shall return 

the papers referred to them to that House which 

last voted upon the subject matter of disagreement. 

8. 

After each House shall have adhered to the vote 
of disagreement, a bill or resolution shall be lost. 

9. 

When bills and resolutions are on their passage 
between the two Houses, they shall be verified by 
the attestation of the Secretary or Clerk of each 
House respectively, and all joint resolutions shall 
be fairly engrossed, after their passage, in the House 
in which they originate, and shall, when finally 
passed, be signed by the presiding officer of both 
Houses, in the same manner as bills. 

10. V 

When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed 
one House, is rejected in the other, notice thereof 
shall be given to the House in which the same shall 
have passed; and all such rejected bills or resolu- 
tions, with the accompanying papers, shall be re- 
turned to and left in the custody of the House 
which first acted on them. 
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11. 

Each House shall transmit to the other, all papers 
on which any bill or resolution shall be founded; 

and should any bill or resolution pass both Houses, 
the same papers shall be delivered to the Governor. 

12. 

No billy which shall have passed one house, shall 
be sent for concurrence to the other on the last day 

of the session. 

13. 

A two thirds vote of all present shall be required 
for the suspension of any joint rule. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE SENATE. 



1. 

The credentials of Senators shall be presented to 
the Secretary or Assistant Secretary previous to 
ten o'clock on the morning of the first Wednesday 
of October, at which time the Senate shall be called 
to order* The names of the Senators shall be 
called over, and when a qnonim shall have taken 
their seats, they shall take the following oath, viz : 

**! , Senator of the County of , in the 

State of Vermont, October Session, 18 , do sol- 
emnly swear that I will be faithful and true to the 
State of Vermont, and that I will not, directly or 
indirectly, do any act or thing injurious to the con- 
stitution or government thereof as established by 
convention. So help me God. And I also sol* 
emnly swear that, as a member of this Senate, I 
will not propose or assent to any bill, vote, or reso- 
lution, which shall appear to me injurious to the 
people, nor do or consent to any act or thing 
whatever, that shall have a tendency to lessen or 
abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by 
the Constitution of this State ; but will in all things 
conduct myself as a faithful, honest representative 
and guardian of the people, according to the best 
of my judgment and abilities. So help me God." 
Whereupon they shall, on nomination of the Presi- 
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dent appoint a Canvassing Committee^ consisting of 
one Senator from each county, to join such commit* 
tee as the House of Representatives may appoint, 
whose duty shall be to receive, sort, and couut 
the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and 
Treasurer; and shall, in like manner, appoint a 
committee of one Senator from each county to joia 
such committee as the House of Bepresentatives 
may appoint, whose duty shall be to canvass the 
votes for County and Probate officers, and make re- 
port thereof to the Joint Assembly of both Houses* 

2. 

The Senate shall meet every day (Sundays ex-* 
cepted) at ten o'clock in the morning, and two 

o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially 
ordered. 

3. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quo- 
rum being present, the journal of the preceeding day 
shall be read, and all errors therein corrected. 

4. 

In case no quorum shall assemble within fifteen 
minutes ailer the time to which the Senate was 
adjourned, those present shall have the power to 
send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or other officer, after 
the absentees, and compel their attendance. 

6. 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according 

to adjournment, or at the commencement of a ses- 
sion, and the President shall be absent, it shall b,e 
the duty of the Secretary, if present, if not, of a 
Senator, to call to order; and the Senators present, 
if a quorum, shall by ballot elect a President pro 
tempore. 
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6. 

No Senator shall be absent without leave, unless 
he is sick, or otherwise necessarily detained. 

7. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or 

otherwise interrupt the business of the Senate, 
while the Journal or other public papers are being 
read, or while a Senator is orderly speaking in 
debate. 

8. 

Every Senator, when he Rpeaks, shall, standing 

in his place, address the President, and when he 
has finished shall sit down. 

9. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the 
same question, without leave of the Senate; and 
Senators who have once spoken, shall not again be 
entitled to the iloor (except for the purpose of ex- 
planation,) to the exclusion of another who has not 
spoken. 

10. 

In all cases, the Senator first arising and address- 
ing the President (subject to the restriction of rule 
9,) shall be entitled to the floor, and when two or 
more arise at the same time, the President shall 
name the one who is to speak. 

11. 

When a Senator shall be called to order he shall 
sit down ; and every question of order shall be de- 
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cided by the President without debate, subject to 
an appeal to the Senate. 

12. 

If a Senator be called to order for words spoken , 

the exceptional words shall be immediately taken 
down in writing by the Senator calling to order, 
that the President may be better enabled to judge 
of the matter. 

13. 

The first hour of each morning's sitting may be 
devoted to the reception and disposal of petitions^ 
memorials and remoustraoces, motions, resolutious, 
and the introduction of bills; after which the or- 
ders of the day, or other proper business, shall be 
announced, always commencing with the unfinished 
business of the last sitting. The first hour of the 
afternoon's sitting may be occupied in receiving 
and disposing of reports of committees, and in com- 
pleting the business of the morning hour; at the 
expiration of which, the Senate will again take up 
the orders of the day. 

14. 

Reports of committees may be signed by any 
member in behalf of the committee, and shall be 
by him presented to the Senate, when the call for 
reports is made. The signer of each report shall 
be held responsible for the accuracy of its state* 
ments, and the propriety of its language, and when 
the same shall be under consideration, he shall be 
further liable to give additional statements of facts 
or other explanations, in answer to the call of any 
Senator. 
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15. 

The proceedings of the Senate, except when 
acting as in Committee of the Whole, embracing 
the titles of bills and such parts thereof as may bo 
affected by the proposed amendments, and also the 
names of the Senators, and the votes which they 
give on every question .decided by yeas and nays^ 
shall be, by the Secretary, accurately and concisely 
inserted in the journal. ^ 

16. 

The Senate shall bieuniallV) within the first four 
days of actual sitting, elect, by ballot, a Secretary, 
and an Assistant Secretary, who shall be severally 
sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties, and 
shall hold their offices until superseded by a new 
election. The Assistant Secretary shall be, ex offi- 
ctd, engrossing clerk. 

17. 

The Senate shall at each biennial session appoint 
the following committees, to consist of three mem- 
bers each, except that the committees on the Judi- 
ciary and on Bailroads shall consist of seven mem- 
bers each, and the committees on ClaimSi and on 
Education shall consist of five members each: 

A Committee on Rules. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on Judiciary. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 

A Committee on Manufactures. 

A Committee on Elections. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 
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A Committee on Railroads. 

A Committee on Higliways and Bridges. 

A Committee on Batiks. 

A Committee on Laud Taxes. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A General Committee. 

A Committee on Federal Relations. 

A Committee on the State Prison. 

A Committee on the Insane Asylum. 

A Committee ou Grand List. 

18. 

All bills after the second reading, and all peti- 
tions, memorials, remonstrances, resolutions and 

other papers, calliog for legislative action (except 
such as have been reported by a committee), on 
objection being made, shall be referred by the Pres- 
ident to appropriate committees. 

19. 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other 
paper addressed to the Senate, shall be received 

and read, whether the same shall be introduced by 
the President or a Senator, the title shall be fairly 
endorsed thereon, and a brief statement of its ob- 
jects or contents shall be made by the introducer. 

20. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the 
mover, if required thereto by the President or a 
Senator, and a motion to lay another motion, the 
latter not being in writing, on the table, or other- 
wise to dispose of it, shall not be in order. 

2L 

Every bill, shall receive three readings before it 
is passed; the President shall give notice at each 
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reading whether it be the first, second, or third; the 
last of which reading of public bills shall be at least 
twenty-four hours after the first reading, unless the 
Senate unanimously direct otherwise; provided, 
that the bills may be read the second time by their 
title. Besolutions requiring the approbation and 
signature of the Governor shall be treated in all 
respects as bills; and the third reading of all bills 
of a public nature shall be ordered for some partic- 
ular day. Bach and every nomination made by the 
Governor, to be confirmed by the Senate, shall lie 
over at least twenty-four hours between such nom- 
ination and the confirmation thereof. 

22. 

On. motion of a Senator, public bills, after the 
second reading, may be referred to a committee of 

the whole. 

23. 

lS(o amendment to a bill originating in the Sen- 
ate shall be received at the third reading, but the 
bill may be committed to a Senator for amendment 
at any time before its passage. 

24. 

Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sus- 
tained in the following order, : 1. To postpone in- 
definitely. 2. To lay on the table. 3. To commit. 
4. To amend. 

26. 

A call for the previous question shall not at any 
time be in order. A motion to adjourn shall always 
be in order.

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26. 

If the question in debate contains several points, 
the same may be divided on the demand of a Sen- 
ator. A motion to strike out and insert shall not be 
divided, but the rejection of a motion to strike out 
and insert one proposition shall not preclude a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert a different one, or a 
motion to simply strike out; nor shall the rejection 
of a motion simply to strike out, prevent asubse- 
qnent one to strike out and insert 

27. 

In filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be first in order. 

28. 

When the reading of a paper is called for, and the 
same is objected to by a Senator, the question shall 

be determined by a vote of the Senate. 

29. 

The yeas and nays shall be taken on the call ot a 

Senator, and every Senator present shall vote unless 
excused by the Senate; but no Senator shall be 
compelled to vote who was absent when the ques- 
tion was stated by the President, nor shall any one 
be permitted to vote who was absent when his name j 
was called, nor after the decision of the question 
has been announced from the chair. 

80. 

£lo Senator in the minority, nor one who did not 

vote on the decision of the question, shall have a j 
right to move a reconsideration thereof ; nor shall j 
any motion for reconsideration be in order unless 
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made before the close of the next day of actual 
sitting of the Senate, after that in which the vote 
was taken, and before the bill, resolution, report, 
amendment, address, or motion upon which the 
vote was taken, shall, in the regular progress of 
business, have gone out of the possession of the 
Senate. 

31. 

On all questions, in the decision of which a sim- 
ple majority is required, when the Senate is equally 
divided, the Secretary shall take the casting vote 
of the President. In all such cases a motion for 
recousideration, if made in time, shall be in order ' 
from any Senator who voted on the question. 

32. 

The President shall have the right to call upon 

any Senator to discharge the duties of the Chair, 
whenever he shall find it necessary temporaiuly to 
retire ; but such substitution shall not extend be- 
yond more than one adjournment. 

33. 

The Senate having taken the final vote on any 

question the same shall not again be in order dur- 
ing the same session, in any form whatever, except 
by way of reconsideration ; and when a motion for 
reconsideration has been decided, that decision shall 
not be reconsidered. 

34. 

Ko proposition to amend the rules of the Senate, 
or the joint rules of both Houses, shall be acted on 
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until the same shall have been before the Senate at 
least twenty-four hours; and no rule of the Senate 
shall be suspended except by the vote of three 

fourths of the members present. 

35. 

Messages shall be sent to the House of Bepre- 
sentatives by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 

86. 

Reporters may be placed on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, under the direction of the Secretary, with the 
approbation of the President 

37. 

No person shall be admitted within the lobby of 
the Senate Chamber except the Governor, Treas- 
urer of the State, Secretary of State, Auditor of 
Accounts, members of the other House, Judges of 
the Supreme Court, Circuit Judges, Senators and 
Bepresentatives in Congress, Ex-Governors and 
Lieutenant Governors, Ex-Judges of the Supreme 
Court, Ex-Senators of the State Senate, District 
Judge and Attorney of the United States, members 
of other State Legislatures, Clerk and Assistant 
Clerk of the House of Bepresentatives, and the Sec- 
retary of Civil and Military Afiairs, and such ladies 
and gentlemen as the President or a Senator may 
introduce. 

38. 

When in session the Senators shall sit with their 
heads uncovered. 
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39. 

Upon any disorderly conduct in the gallery, the 
President may order the same to be cleared. 

40. 

Whenever a bill or resolution is laid on the table, 
by order of the Senate, and shall have remained on 
the table twenty-four hours, it shall be subject to be 
taken up by the Chair, and presented for the con- 
sideration of the Senate, without a call or order on 
the subject. 

41. 

There shall be one Door-Keeper, one Assistant 
Door-Keeper, and two Messengers of the Senate. 

42. 

CHOICE OF SEATS. 

At nine o'clock on the morning of the first day 
of the Senate, and before the session shall be called 
to order, the Secretary shall place in a box pre- 
pared for the purpose, fourteen ballots, designating 
by name the several counties in the State, and shall 
proceed to draw therefrom, impartially, one ballot 
at a time until all are drawn. And as each ballot 
is drawn, the Senator or Senators from the county 
designated by such ballot, shall, personally, if pres« 
ent, or may by proxy, if absent, select his or their 
seat or seats. If any Senator or Senators, from 
any county so drawn, should not be present, either 
personally or by proxy, at the time of such draw- 
ing the county next drawn shall have preference.

43. 

The subject matter of each and every bill and 
resolution shall be brietfy indicated in its title by 
the mover; and every bill and resolution shall be 
properly folded, and the name of the mover legibly 
written at the bottom of the same, before its intro- 
duction* 

After the second reading ot any bill of public 
character, the Secretary shall cause not less than 
three hundred copies of the same to be forthwith 
printed for the use of the General Assemblyi and 
he shall furnish five copies thereof to the Librarian. ^

OF THE 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 



Rule 1. 

At half-past eight o'clock on the morning of the 
BecoDd day of the session, and before the House 
shall be called to order, the Clerk shall place in a 
box prepared for that purpose, ballots designating 
by name the several towns in the State ; and shall 
also place in a like box for that purpose, ballots 
designating by number tlie several seats in the 
House ; and shall procsed to draw therefrom im- 
partially one ballot at a time from each box; and as 
sncb ballots are drawn, the member from the town 
designated by such ballot shall occupy the seat 
drawn in connection with such town, unless appli- 
cation shall be made to the Clerk within twelve 
hours ft*om the time of such drawing, to exchange 
seats with some other member or to take some 
vacant seat after all the members shall have drawn. 

Rule 2. 

The House shall meet every day (Sundays ex- 
cepted), at ten o'clock in the morning, and at two 
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o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially 
ordered, 

BULE 3. 
OF COMMTTTEBS. 

At the commencement of each session the follow- 
ing Standing Committees shall be appointed, viz: 

A committee of three members, to report rules of 
the House. 

A committee consisting of seven members, who 
shall lake into consideration all matters relating to 

the election of members; to be denominated 'the 
Committee on ^^lectiona* 

A committee of seven members, to whom shall 
be referred all matters relating to the Government 
of the United States, and the relations of this State 
to it; to be denominated the Committee on Federal 
iSelaiions. 

A committee coDsistiag of nine members, who 
shall take into consideration all matters affecting 
the revenue of the State — shall, from time to time, 
inquire into the state of the Treasury; ascertain 
the amount of debts due the State, and the claims 
against it; report the amount of taxes necessary to 
be raised for the support of Government, and in- 
quire whether any, and if any, what measures ought 
to be adopted, the better to equalize the public bur- 
dens, secure the accountability of public agents, 
and otherwise improve the financial concerns of the 
State; to be denominated the Committee of Ways 
and Means. 

A committee consisting of seven members, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to 
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the militia; to be denoralDated the Committee on 
Military Affairs. 

A committee cousisting of nine members, who 
shall take intaconsideration all matters relating to 
the Judiciary; to be denominated the Judiciary 
Committee. 

A committee consisting ot seven members, to 

take into consideration all literary and scientific 
subjects; to be denominated the Committee on 
Education. 

A committee consisting of nine members, who 
shall take into consideration all claims against the 
State; to be denominated the Committee of Claims. 

A committee consisting of nine members, who 

shall take into consideration all matters relating to 
Bailroads; to be denominated the Committee on 
Sailroads. 

A committee consisting of seven members* who 
shall take into consideration .all matters relating to 

Highways, Bridges and Ferries; to be denominated 
the Committee on Highways^ Bridges and Ferries. 

A committee consisting of seven members, who 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to 

Banks; to be denominated the Committee on Banks. 

A committee consisting of seven members, whe 
shall take into consideration all matters relating to 
Domestic Manufactures; to be denominated the 
Committee on Manufactures. 

A committee consisting of one member from each 
county, who shall take into consideration all mat- 
ters relating to Agriculture; to be denominated the 
Committeee on Agriculture. 
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A committee consisting of one member firom each 
county, who shall take into consideration all mat- 
ters relating to Land Taxes; to be denominated 
the Land Tax Committee. 

A committee of one member from each county 
to make up the Grand List 

A committee of one member from each county, 
to take into consideration all subjects referred to a 
member from each county; to be denominated the 
Qeneral Ckmmittee. 

A committee of one member from each county, 
whose duty it shall be to receive and distribute all 
public documents and papers, printed for the use of 
the members; to be denominated the Distribucing 
Committee^ 

A Committee consisting of seven members, to 
take into consideration all mailers relating to the 
State Prison; to be denominated the Committee 

on the State Prison, 

A committee of seven members, to. whom shall 

be referred all bills and other matters relative to 
private corporations, for which there may be no 
other appropriate committee; to be denominated 

the Committee on Corporations. 

A committee of seven members, to whom shall 
be referred all bills and other matters relative to 
town lines; to be denominated the Committee on 
Town Lines. 

A committee consisting of one member from each 
county, to take into consideration all matters relat- 
ing the mileage and debentures of the members 
of the House; to be denominated the Committee 
on Mileage and Debentures. 
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A committee consisting of seven members, to 
take into consideration all matters relating to the 
Public Buildings; to be denominated tbe Commit- 
tee on Public Buildings. 

A committee consisting of five members, to take 
into consideration all matters relating to tbe Insane % 
Asylum, to be denominated the committee on the 
Insane. 

Rule 4. 

No committee shall sit during the session of the 

House, without leave from the House. 

Rule 5. 

All committees shall have a right to report by bilL 

Rule 6. 

All committees shall be made by the Speaker, 

but any appointment made by him may, on motion 
of a member, be overruled by tbe House; in which 
case the House shall, on nomination of a member 

immediately fill the vacancy. 

Rule 7. 

Any member shall be excused from service on 

any committee upon his own request, if, at the time 
of his appointment, he shall be a member of two 
other committees. 

BULE 8. 

When the House shall have ordered the appoint- 
ment of a committee, the Speaker shall be entitled 
to one recess of the House in which to make the 
appointment. 

Rule 9. 

OF XHB BIOHTS AND DUTIES OF THB BPBAKBB AND OTHBB 

MEMBERS. 

The Speaker shall take the chair at the hour to 

which the House stands adjourned, call to order 
and proceed to business; causing the journals olth 
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previous day to be read at the openiDg of the 
House on each day, unless otherwise ordered by the 
House* He shall preserve order, and may speak 
on questions of order in preference, to any other 
member, rising from his seat for that purpose ; and 
« shall decide on all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the House. 

EULE 10, 

In case* of any disturbance or disorderly eonduei 

in the gallery or lobby, the Speaker may cause the 
same to be cleared. 

BXTLE 11. 

If any member, in speaking, or otherwise, trans- 
gress the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or 

any other member may, call to order, in which case, 
the member so called to order shall immediately sit 
down, unless permitted to explain; and the House 
shall, if appealed to, decide the same without debate. 
If the decision be in favor of the member called to 
order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if other- 
wise, and the case require, he shall be liable to the 
censure of the house. 

Rule 12. 

No member shall speak more than twice to the 
same question without permission from the House; 
nor shall he speak the second time while the floor 
is claimed by a member who has not spoken to the 
question under consideration. 

BULE 13. 

No member shall absent himself from the service 
of the House unless he have leave of absence, is 

sick, or unable to attend. 
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Bulk 14. 

The yeas and nays shall be ordered on any ques- 
tion, on demand of a member, and when taken, and 
also on a division of the House, every member 
present, except the Speaker, shall vote, unless ex- 
cused by the House; but no member shall be com- 
pelled to vote who was not present when the ques- 
tion was stated from the Chair; nor shall any one, 
in taking the yeas and nays, be permitted to vote, 
except by unainmous consent, who was not within 
the bar of the House when his name was called; 
and when any member shall ask leave to vote, the 
Speaker shall propound to him the question; ^^Were 
you within the bar of the House when your name 
was called?" Nor shall any member be permitted 
to vote on any question in which he is immediately 
or directly interested. 

Bulb 16. 

In all cases of ballot by the House, the Speaker 
shall vote; in other cases he shall not be required 
to vote, unless the House be equally divided, or 
unles his vote, if given to the minority, will make 
be division equal; and in case of such equal divis- 
ion, the question shall be lost. And no member, or 
or other person, shall visit or remain by the Clerk's 
table while the yeas and nays are being called, or 
the ballots are being counted. 

KULE 16. 

No member in the minority or who did not vote 
on any question, shall have a right to move a recon- 
sideration thereof, nor shall a motion for reconsid- 
eration be in order, unless made before the close of 
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fhe next day of actual session after that on which 
the vote was taken. 

Bulb 17. 

Every member, on presenting a resolution, shall 
state, shortly, the object of it, and be held respon- 
sible for the propriety of expression therein used. 

BULE 18. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the 

mover, if required by the Speaker, or any other 
member. 

Rule 19. 

The Speaker shall have a right to call upon any 

member to discharge the duties of the chair, when- 
ever, from indisposition or other cause, he shall Qnd 
it necessary temporarily to retire from it; and when 
the House shall go into Committee of the Whole, the 
chairman shall be named by the Speaker. 

BULE 20. 

All petitions shall be referred to a Committee 
without reading, unless the reading be demanded 

by a member.

The Library shall be kept open each day, at suit- 
able hours, of every session of the Legislature and 
Constitutional Convention, when the Librarian or 
his Assistants shall be present.

The Librarian in suitable books shall keep a rec- 
ord of all the transactions of the Library in the 
purchase and exchange of books, and also of all the 
expenses of the Library, for the examination of the 
Trustees and the Committee on the Library.

FEDERAL OFFICERS. 



Hon. HovT IL Wheeler, of Jamaica, district judge, 
was born in Chesterfield, N. H., August 30, 1833; received 
an academical education at Chesterfield Academy and New- 
fane, Vt. ; read law with the lion. Charles K. Field, then of 
Newfane, and with Bradley 8c Kellogg, of Brattleboro ; was 
admitted to the bar of Windham county in 1859, and lo- 
cated in Jamaica the same year. Judge Wheeler repre- 
sented Jamaica in 1867, and was a senator from Windham 
county in 1868-69. latter year he was elected a judge 

of the supreme court, which position he continuously occu- 
pied until March 31, 1877, when he resigned, having been 
appointed by President Mayes, judge for the district of Ver- 
mont. Religious preference, Congregationalist, and in poli- 
tics is a republican. 

Hon. Benjamin F. Fifield, of Montpelier, district attor- 
ney, was born in Orange, Vt., Nov. 18, 1832; graduated at 
the University of Vermont, class of 1855 ; studied law with 
Peck & Colby, succeeding to their business after his admis- 
sion to the bar of Washington county, which took place in 

7 
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1859, and from that time Montpelier has been his permanent 
residence. In 1869 he was appointed by President Grant, 
district attorney, which office he has continuously held since. 
Religious preference. Episcopalian, and in politics is a re- 
publican. 

Hon. Bradley Smalley, of Burlington, clerk of the 
district of Vermont, was born in Jericho, Vt., Nov. 26, 1836^ 
and removed to Burlington in 1839. Mr. Smalley received 
a common school and academic education ; studied law with 
his father, the late Hon. David A. Smalley ; was appointed 
district clerk in i86i, and admitted to the bar of Chittenden 
county in 1863, represented the city of Burlington 

in the legislature of 1874, and has held various municipal 
offices in his adopted city. Religious preference, Episcopa- 
lian, and in politics is a democrat. 

Gen. GE(mGE P. Foster, of Burlington, marshal, was 
born in Walden, Vt , Oct. 3, 1835 > received an academical 
education, and located in Burlington in 1870. Gen. Foster 
was commissioned as captain of Co. — , 4th Vt. Vols., pro- 
moted successively to the positions of major, lieutenant col- 
onel, colonel, and for gallant services on the field was made 
brigadier general by brevet. In 1868 and '69 he represented 
the town of Wolcott in the legislature, and was appointed 
by President Grant marshal of the district of Vermont in 
1870. Religious preference, Congregationalist, and in poli- 
tics is a republican. 

General William Wells, of Burlington, collector of 
customs, was born in Waterbury, Vt, Dec. 14, 1837 ; re- 
ceived an academical education at Barre, Vt., and Kimball 
Union Academy, of Meriden, N. H., and engaged in the 
mercantile life. Early in the war of the rebellion he enlisted 
as a private in Co. C, First Vt. Cav., receiving successive 
promotions as first lieutenant, captain, major, colonel, bre- 
vet brigadier, brigadier and brevet major general of volun- 
teers. In 1865 and '66 he represented his native town in 
the legislature. In 1S66 he was elected adjutant and inspec- 
tor general, which position he held by successive elections 
till May, 1872, when he was appointed by President Grant 
collector of customs, and the same year located in Burling- 
ton. Religious preference. Episcopalian, and in politics is 
a republican. 

Hon. Charles S. Dana, of St. Johnsbury, was born in 
Danville, Vt., Nov. 18, 181 5 ; was a graduate of Dartmouth 
College, class of 1837 ; studied law and graduated at the 
Harvard Law School in 1840, He was judge of probate for 
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the district of Caledonia from 1846 to 1854 ; removed to St. 
Johnsbury in 1856, and was appointed clerk of the county, 
which position he occupied for eight years ; was a member 
of the house in 1862 and '63, and senator from Caledonia 
county in 1864. In 1S64 Judge Dana was appointed collec- 
tor of internal revenue by President Lincoln, which office he 
has since held. Religious preference. Episcopalian, and in 
politics is a republican. 



CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION. 



Hon. George F. Edmunds, of Burlington, senator, was 
born at Richmond, Vt., Feb. i, 1828 ; received a common 
school education and the instruction of a private tutor ; 
studied law with A. B. Maynard, Esq., of Richmond, in 
1846 and '47, — ^with Messrs. Smalley & Phelps, of Burling- 
ton, in 1848 and '49 ; was admitted to the bar of Chittenden 
county in 1849 * practiced law in Richmond till November, 
185 1, when he located in B!trlin|^on. In 1854, '55, '57, '58 
and '59 he was a representative m the legislature, serving as 
speaker of the house in '58 and '59 ; was a member and 
president pro tempore of the senate in 156 r and '62. He was 
appointed United States senator, to fill the vacancy occa* 
sioned by the death of the Hon. Solomon Foot, and took 
his seat April 5, 1866, was elected for the remainder of the 
term ending March 4, 1869, and has received two successive 
elections since ; his present term will expire in 1881. He 
was a member of the electoral commission in 1876, is chair- 
man of the senate judiciary committee, and is the acknowl- 
edged leader of the United States senate. Religious pref- 
erence, Episcopalian, and in politics is a republican. 

Hon. Justin S. Morrill, of Strafford, was born at Straf- 
ford, Vt., April 14, 1 8 10; received an academic education ; 
was a merchant, and afterwards engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits ; was a representative in the 34th, 35th, 36th, 37th, 
38th and 39th congresses. Tn iS66 he was elected to suc- 
ceed the Hon. Luke P. Poland in the United States senate, 
took his seat March 4, 1867, and was re-elected in 1872, 
his present term ending March 3, 1879. Religious prefer- 
ence, Congregationalist, and in politics is a republican.

FIRST DISTRICT. 

Counties — Addison, Bennington, Rutland, and Washington. 

Hon. Charles H. Joyck, of Rutland, was born near An- 
dover, England, Jan. 30, 1830, and emigrated to this coun- 
try when a mere lad. He received an academical education, 
and commenced the study of law with John L. Buck, Esq., 
of Northfield, about the year 1850, reading also in the offices 
of F. V. Randall, Esq., and IIon/Ferraiid F. Merrill,of Mont- 
pelier ; was admitted to the bar of Washington county in 
1852, and located in Northfield. In 1853 and '54 he held 
the office of state librarian. In 1856 he was elected staters 
attorney of Washington county, and re-elected in 1857. In 
1861 he was commissioned major of the 2d reg't Vt. Vols., 
and was promoted to the rank of lieutenant colonel in 1862. 
In 1863 he removed to Rutland, which town he represented 
in 1870, serving as speaker the same year. Col. Joyce was 
elected, from the first district of Vermont, to the 44th and 
45th congresses, and re-elected to the 46th, as a republican, 
receiving 12,600 votes against 5,897 votes for Jean J. R. 
Randall, democrat ; scattering, 17. 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

Counties — Caledonia, Orange, Windsor, and Windham. 

Hon. Dudley Chask I)emson% of Royalton,was born at 
Royalton, Vt., Sept. 13, 1818 ; received a classical education, 
graduating at the University of Vermont in 1840 ; studied 
law, was admitted to the bar in 1844, and has practised since ; 
was a member of the senate in 1853 and '54, and of the house 
of representatives in 1861, 62, and '63 ; was state's attorney 
in i858-''6o ; was United States district attorney for the dis- 
trict of Vermont ; was elected to the 44th congress, and was 
re-elected to the 45th congress, as a republican, receiving 
14,430 votes against 5,739 votes for A. M. Dickey, democrat. 
His term of office will expire March 4th, 1879. 

ITon. James M. Tyler, of Brattlcboro, representative 
elect from the second district, was born in Wilmington, Vt., 
April 27, 1S35; received an academical education ; studied 
law with Messrs. Keyes & Howe, of Hrattleboro ; was one 
year in the law department of the University of Albany, 
N. Y., and was admitted to the bar in i860 ; practiced law 
in his native town till 1S64, when he located in Brattleboro. 
Mr. Tyler has never mingled in political life, but has strictly 
and successfully devoted himself to the pursuits of his pro- 
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fession, never holding any office except that of trustee of the 
Vermont asylum for the insane. He was elected to the 46th 
congress as a republican, receiving 12,281 votes against 
4,790 votes for Asa M. Dickey, democrat, and 45 votes scat- 
tering. 

THIRD DISTRICT. 

CcunHes — Chittenden, Essex, Franklin, Grand Isle, Lamoille 

and Orleans. 

Hon. George Whitman Hendee, of Morrisville, was 
born at Stowe, Vt., Nov. 30, 1832 ; received an academic 
education ; studied law, was admitted to the bar, and has 
been in practice since; was state's attorney in 18^8-' 59; 
was a member of the house of representatives in 1861 and 
'62 ; was a member of the senate in 1866, '67, and '68, and 
president pro tempore the last year ; was lieutenant governor 
m 1869 ; was governor in 1870 ; was elected to the 43d and 
44th congresses, and was re-elected to the 45th congress, as 
a republican, receiving 11,974 votes against 5,367 votes for 
John L. Edwards, democrat. His term of otfice will expire 
March 4, 1879. 



JUDICIARY. 



Hon. John Pieri'OINT, of Vergennes, chief justice, re- 
publican, was born in Litchfield, Conn., Sept. 10, 1806. He 
read law, graduating at Judge Gould's law school, and lo- 
cated in Vergennes in 1832. Was educated at the public 
schools and academies. Was a member of the house in 
1841, and of the senate from Addison county in 18^5, '56, 
and '57. In 1857 he was elected fourth assistant justice, 
and in 1865 succeeded to the chief justiceship of the supreme 
cotirt of Vermont. Religious preference, Congregationalist. 

Hon. James Barrett, of Woodstock, first associate jus- 
tice, republican, was born in Strafford, Vt., May 31, 18 14. 
He is a lawyer by profession, and located in Woodstock in 
1839. Previous to 1832, when he entered Orange Co. Gram- 
mar School preparatory for college. Judge Barrett worked 
in a wool carding and clothing mill. He entered college in 
1833 — but was obliged to suspend his studies one year for 
want of means — and graduated at Dartmouth in 1838. He 
was a senator from Windsor county in 1844 and '45, serving 
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as i)resiclent pro tempore the latter year ; was state's attorney 
in 1854 and '55, and was elected a judge of the supreme 
court in 1857, and has occupied a seat upon the bench 
through successive elections since that time. Religious 
preference, Congregationalist. 

Hon. Homer £. Royce, of St. Albans, second associate 
justice, republican, was born in Berkshire, Vt.,in 1819. He 

IS a lawyer by profession, and located in St. Albans in 1869. 
Was educated at the common schools. Was a member of 
the house from Berkshire in 1846, '47, and in 1861, and 
was a senator from Franklin county in 1849, 'S^ 'S^* 
Held the office of state's attorney in 1846 and '47. Was 
elected a member of congress from the third district in 
1856, '58, and '60, and elected a judge of the supreme court 
in 1S70, and has received continuous elections since. Has 
held a number of town offices in Berkshire. Religious 
preference, Episcopalian. 

Hon. Timothy P. Redfield, of Montpelier, third asso- 
ciate justice, was born in Coventry, Vt., Nov. 3, 18 12. He 
graduated at Dartmouth College, class of 1836 ; read law 
with his brother, the late Hon. Isaac F. Redfield, for- 
merly chief justice of the supreme court, and was admitted 
to the bar of Orleans county in 1839, settled in Irasburgh, 
and practiced his profession till 184S, when he removed to 
Montpelier. In 1848 he was a senator from Orleans county. 
In 1870 was elected a judge of the supreme court, and has 
received successive elections since. In politics Judge Red- 
field adheres to the Constitution and the Law." Relig- 
ious preference. Episcopalian. 

Hon. Jonathan Ross, of St. Johnsbury, fourth associate 
justice, republican, was born in Waterford, Vt, April 30, 
1826. He is a lawyer, having read for that profession in 
the olfi<^ of the late 'Hon. Wm. Hebard, and located in town 
in 1856. Was a graduate of Dartmouth College. Was a 
member of the house in i86j, *66^ and '67, and a senator 
from the county of Caledonia m 1870. Was a member of 
the state board of education from 1866 to 187a Was one 
of the council of censors in 1S69, and was elected as asso- 
ciate justice of the supreme court in S870, and has received 
successive elections since. Religious preference, Congre- 
gationalist 

Hon. H. Hbnry Powers, of Morristown, fifth associate 
justice, republican, was born in Morristown, Vt, May 29, 
1835* Was a graduate of the University of Vermont, class 
of 1855. Read law with the late Hon. Thomas Gleed, of 
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Morristown ; was admitted to the bar of Lamoille county in 
1858 ; commenced the practice of his profession in Hyde- 
park, and represented that town in the general assembly of 
1858. In 1874 he was representative from Morristown, 
serving that year as speaker of the house. He was state's 
attorney of Lamoille county in 1861 and '62 ; was a member 
<if the council of censors in 1869, constitutional 
convention in 1870. In 1872 he was a senator from Lamoille 
county ; was elected to the supreme bench in 1874, and re- 
elected in 1876. Religious preference. Liberal. P. O. ad- 
dress, Morrisville. 

Hon. Walter C. Dunton, of Rutland, sixth associate 
justice, republican, was born in Bristol, Vt., Nov. qp, 1830. 
He is a lawyer by profession, and located in Rutland m 1861. 
Was educated at Malone Academy, and graduated at Mid- 
dlebury College in 1857. Read law with Messrs. Dilling- 
ham & Durant, of Waterbury, and Linsley & Prout, of Rut- 
land, and was admitted to the bar of Rutland county in 1S58. 
He was commissioned and served as captain of Co. H, 14th 
reg't Vt. Vols. Judge Dunton resided for six years in Kan- 
sas ])rior to its admission as a state, and was a member of 
the last territorial legislature in 1861. He was a member of 
the constitutional convention in 1870. Was elected judge 
of probate for the district of Rutland in 1865, and held that 
office by continuous elections till April 14, 1877, when he 
was appointed by Gov. Fairbanks, judge of the supreme 
court, to fill the vacancy occasioned by tbc appointment of 
Hon. Hoyt H. Wheeler as judge for the district of Vermont 
Religious preference, Congregationalist. 

Hon, John W. Rowell, of Randolph, reporter, republi- 
can, was born in Lebanon, N. H., June 9, 1835. ^ 
laviryer by profession, and located in town in 1856. Was 
educated at West Randolph Academy. Was state's attor- 
ney of Orange county in 1862 and '63, representing the town 
of Randolph in 1861 and '62, and was senator from that 
county in 1874.

GOVERNOR. 

His £xcellency» Redfield Proctor, 

of Rutland, was born In Cavendish (Proctorsville), Tune ist, 
1831. He is a son of the Hon. Jabez Proctor, deceased, 
who was a member of the Governor's Council from 1822 to 
1827, and was twice a Presidential Elector, in 1824 and in 
1836. He was educated at Dartmouth College, graduating 
in the class of 1851. After leaving college, and until i86i» 
he devoted his attention to agrioiltural pursuits in his na- 
tive town, in the meantime studying law and graduating at 
the Law Department of the University of Albany, N. Y., 
but did not enter upon the practice of his profession. At 
the breaking out of the rebellion in 1861, he was appointed 
quartermaster of the 3d reg't Vt. Vols., and upon the or- 
ganization of the nine months' regiments was elected colo- 
nel of the 15th Vt. Vols. At the expiration of his term of 
service in he removed to Rutland, and for a short time 
was the senior member of the law firm of Proctor Sc Veazey; 
he soon resumed the care of his farm at Rutland, and con- 
tinued in the pursuit of his favorite occupation till 1869, 
when he entered into the marble business at Sutherland 
Falls, in which he is now extensively engaged. He was se- 
lectman of Rutland in 1865-66. Representative of that town 
in 1867-68 ; was a member of the senate from Rutland 
county in 1874, and was elected president protempore of that 
body. In 1876 he was elected lieutenant governor of the 
State by a majority of 23,825 votes. Religious pref- 
erence, Methodist. He was elected, as a republican, gov- 
ernor, receiving 37,312 votes against 17,247 votes for Wm.

His Honor, En en Pomeroy Coi,ton, of Irasburgh, was 
born in West Fairlee. Vt., Feb. 11, 1828, and removed to 
Irasburgh in 1841. He is a farmer, taking a prominent part 
in the development of the agricultural interests of Vermont. 
For a number of years he was master of the State Grange, 
and did much in extending and perpetuating the benefits of 
the order. In 1859, i860 and 1876 he represented Iras- 
burgh, and was a senator from Orleans county in 1870 and

a republican, lieutenant governor, receiving 37,592 votes 
against 17,905 votes for Pierce, democrat, and Jerome W.

TREASURER. 

^ Hon. John A. Page, of Montpelier, was born in Haver- 
hill, N. fi., June 17, 18 14. He is son of the late Hon. John 
Page, governor of New Hampshire in 183Q, '40 and '41, and 
received his education at the common scnools and Haver- 
hill Academy. In September, 1837, he was appointed cash- 
ier of the Grafton bank in Haverhill, which institution was 
closed in 1844, when he removed to Danville, and was there 
engaged as cashier of the Caledonia County bank till No- 
vember, 1848, In April, 1849, removed to Montpelier, 
and became cashier of the Vermont bank. At the organi- 
zation of the First National bank of Montpelier in 1865, he 
was elected president, which office he has held to the pres- 
ent time.

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JOIISTT RULES 

OF THE . 

SENATE AND HOUSE OE MP RESENTATIYES. 

1. 

A Joint Assembly shall be formed by an union 

of the Senate and House of Representatives in the 
Hall of the latter, at such time and for such specific 
purpose only as may be expressed in a concurrent 
resolution of both Houses ; and may adjourn from 
time to time during the session of the General As- 
sembly/ The President of the Senate shall in all 
cases preside over, and the Secretary of State, or 
in his absence, the Secretary of the Senate, shall 
officiate as Clerk ; and the rules of the Senate as 
fiEtr as applicable shall be observed in regulating the 
proceedings of every Joint Assembly. 

2. 

The proceedings of every Joint Assembly includ- 
ing the resolution ordering the same, shall be re- 
corded by the Clerk in a book kept for that purpose, 
which shall be preserved in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, a copy of which shall be ftamished 
to the Governor by the Secretary of State, and shall 
also be published with the Journal of the proceed- 
ings of tlie House of Bepresentati ves. 
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4 JOINT BUIiBS. ^ 

At the commencement of each session the follow- 
ing Joint Standing CommitteeB, consisting of two 
Senators and three Representatives, shall be ap- 
pointed by the presiding officers of the two Houses 
respectively, to wit : 

A Committee on Joint Bules. 
A Committee on the Library. 

Also the following Joint Standing Committees^ 
to consist of three Senators and five Bepresenta- 

tives, to wit : 

A Committer on the House of Correction. 
A Committee on the Beform School. 
A Committee on Game and Fisheries. 

4. 

A Joint committee of three Senators and three 
Representatives shall be appointed by the presiding 
officers of the two Houses respectively, to whom 
may be referred ail documents transmitted by the 
Governor for the nse of the General Assembly, who 
shall report thereon to that House from which they 
were received. 

6. 

The committee of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, to whom the same subject matter shall 
' have been referred, may, for the purpose of lacill- 
tating business, meet together as a joint committee, 
and make a joint or separate report to either or 
both Houses, as they may think expedient 

6. 

In every case of disagreement between the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, if either shall 
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5 



reqaeat a conference and appoint a committee for 
that purpoBCt and the other House shall also appoint 

a committee on its part, such committee shall meet 
at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their 
chairman, in the conference room, and state to each 
other, verbally or in writing, the reasons of each 
House for its vote on the subject matter of disagree- 
ment, confer freely thereon, and make a report df 
^ their doings to their respective Houses as soon as 
may be. 

7- 

Committees of Conference shall consist of an 
equal number from each House, and shall return 
the papers referred to them to that House which 
last voted upon the subject matter of disagreement. 
The report of the Committee of Conference cannot 
be amended or altered, as that of other committees 
may be. In all cases of conference asked after a 
vote of disagreemeut, the conferees of the House 
asking it, are to leave the papers with the conferees 
of the other.

After each House shall have adhered to the vote 
of disagreement, a bill or resolution shall be losU 

9. 

When bills and resolutions are on their passage 
between the two Houses, they shall be verified by 
the attestation of the Secretary or Clerk of each 
House respectively, and all bills, after their third 
reading has been ordered, and before being read 
the third time, shall be duly engrossed, if the 
House in which they originated, so order ; and all 
joint resolutions shall be fairly engrossed, after their 
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passage, in the House in which they originate, and 
shall, when finally passed, be signed by the pre« 
siding officer of both HouseSi in the same manner 
as bills. 

10. 

When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed 
one Housoi is rejected in the other, notice thereof 
shall be given to the House in which the same shall 
have passed ; and all such rejected bills or resolu- 
tions, with the accompanying papers, shall be^ re- 
turned to and left in the custody of the House 
which first acted on them.

Each House shall transmit to the other, all papers 
on which any bill or resolution shall be founded ;

The names of the Senators shall be 
called over, and when a quorum shall have taken 
their seats, they shall take the following oath, viz. : 
w I, — — 5 Senator of the County of — — , in the 
State of Vermont, October Session, 18 , do sol- 
emnly swear that I will be faithful and true to the 
State of Vermont, and that I will not, directly or 
indirectly, do any act or thing injurious to the con- 
atitution or government thereof as established by 
convention. So help me God. And I also sol- 
emnly swear that, as a member of this Senate, I 
will not propose or assent to any bill, vote, or reso- 
lution, which shall appear to me injurious to the 
people, nor do or consent to any act or thing 
whatever, that shall have a tendency to lessen or 
abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by 
the Constitution of this State ; but will in all things 
conduct myself as a faithful, honest representative 
and guardian of the people, according to the best 
of my judgment and abilities. So help me God.'* 
Whereupon, they shall, on nomination of the Presi- 
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dent appoint a Canvassing Committee, consisting oi 
one Senator from each county, to Join such commit- 
tee as the House of Bepresentatives may appoint, 
whose duty shall be to receive, sort, and count 
the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and 
Treasurer; and shall, in like manner, appoint a 
committee of one Senator from each county to join 
such committee as the House of Bepresentatives 
may appoint, whose duty shall be to canvass the 
votes for County and Probate officers, and make re- 
port thereof to the Joint Assembly of both Houses. 

The Senate shall meet every day (Sundays ex- 
cepted) at ten o'clock in the morning, and two 
^.o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially 
ordered. 

3. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quo- 
rum being present, the journal of the preceding day 
shall be read, and all errors therein corrected.

* In case no quorum shall assemble within fifteen 

minutes after the time to which the Senate was 
adjourned, those present shall have the power to 
send the Sergeant*at-Arms, or other officer, after 

the absentees, and compel their attendance. 

5. 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according 

to adjournment, or at the commencement of a ses- 
sion, and the President shall be absent, it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary, if present, if not, of a 
Senator, to call to order ; and the Senators present, 
.if a quorum, shall by ballot elect a President pro 
tempore.

6. 

No Senator shall be absent without leave, unless 
ha is sick, or otherwise necessarily detained* 

7. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or 
otherwise interrupt the business of the Senate, 
while the journal or other public papers are being 
read, or while a Senator i6 orderly speaking in 
debate. 

8. 

Every Senator, when he speaks, shall, standing 
in his place, address the President, and when he 
has finished shall sit down. 

9. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the 
flame question, without leave of the Senate ; and 

Senators who have once spoken, shall not again be 
entitled to the floor (except for the purpose of ex- 
planation,) to the exclusion of another who has not 
'spoken. 

10. 

In all cases, the Senator first arising and address* 

ing the President (subject to the restriction of rule 
0,) shall be entitled to the floor, and when two or 
more arise at the same time, the President shall 
name the one who is to speak.

When a Senator shall be called to order he shall

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cided by the President without debate, subject to 
an appeal to the Senate.

If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, 
the exceptional words shall be immediately taken 
down in writing by the Senator calling to order, 
that the President may be better enabled to judge 
of the matter.

The first hour of each morning's sitting may be 
devoted to the reception and disposal of petitions, 
memorials andremonstrances, motions, resolutions, 
and the introduction of bills ; after which the or- 
ders of the day, or other proper business, shall be 
announced, always commencing with the unfinished 
business of the last sitting. The first hour of the 
afternoon's sitting may be occupied in receiving 
and disposing of reports of committees, and in com^ 
pleting the business of the morning hour ; at the 
expiration of which, the Senate will again lake up 
the orders of the day.

Reports of committees may be signed by any 
member in behalf of the committee, and shall be 
by him presented to the Senate, when the call for 
reports is made. The signer of each report shall 
be held responsible for the accuracy of its state* 
.ments, and Uie propriety of its language* and when 
the same shall be under consideration, be shall be 
further liable to give additional statements of facts 
or other explanations, in answer to the call of any 
Senator.

The proceedings of the Senate, except when 
acting as in Committee of the Whole, embracing 
the titles of bills and such parts thereof as may be 
affected by the proposed amendments, and also the 
names of the Senators, and the votes which they 
give on every question decided by yeas and nays, 
shall be, by the Secretary, accurately and concisely 
inserted in the journal. 

16. 

The Senate shall biennially, within the first four 
days of actual sitting, elect, by ballot, a Secretary, 
and an Assistant Secretary, who shall be severally 
sworn to the faithful dischage of their duties^ and 
ahaU hold their offices until superseded by a new 
election. The Assistant Secretary shall be eX" 
officio^ engrossing clerk. 

17. 

The Senate shall at each biennial session appoint 
the following committeesi to consist of three mem- 
bers each, except that the committees on the Judi* 
ciary and on Railroads shall consist of seven mem- 
bers each, and the committees on Claims, and on 
Education shall consist of five members each :

All bills after the second reading, and all peti- 
tions, memorials, remonstrances, resolutions and 
other papers, calling for legislative action (except 
such as have been reported by a committee), no 
objection being made, shall be referred by the Presi- 
dent to appropriate committees.

INQ ELECTIONS FOR SENATORS IN CONGRESS. 



Be U enacted by the Senate and Bouse of RepresenttUivee qf Ifte 
UnUed SUUee qf Ameriea in Cknfgreee aieembledt 

That the Legislature of each State which shall h« chosen next pre- 
cedin>r the expiration of the time for which any Senator was elected 
to represent said State in Congress, shall, on the second Toeaday alter 
the meeting and organization thereof, proceed to elect a Senator in 
Congress, in place of such Senator so going out ot office, in the follow- 
ing manner: Each house shall openly, by a tiiva voce [vote] of each 
member present, name one person tor Senator in Congress from said 
State, and the name of the person so voted for, who shall have a ma- 
jority of the whole number of votes oast In each house, shall be enter- 
ed on the Journal of each house by the clerk or secretary thereof; but 
if either house shall fail to give such majority to any person on said 
day, that fact shall be entered on the Journal. At twelve o^clock, 
• meridian, of the day following that on which proceedings are required 
to take place, aforesaid, the members of the two houses shall convene 
In Joint assembly and the Journal of each house shall then be read, and 
If the same person shall have received a minority of all the votes In 
each house, such person shall be declared duly elected Senator to 
represent said State in the Congress of the United States; but if the 
same person shall not have received a majority of the votes In eftdl 
bouse, or if either house slmll have failed to take proceedings as re- 
quired by this act, the Joint assembly shall then proceed to choose, by 
a ffiva voce vote of each member present, a person for the purpose 
aforesaid, and the person having amajoritv of all the votes of the said 

Sint assembly, a mi^oi^ty of all the members elected to both houses 
»ing present and voting, shall be declared duly elected ; and in east 
no person shall receive such majority on the first dav, the Joint assem- 
bly shall meet at twelve o^clock, meridian, of each succeeding^ day 
during the session of the leglilatnre, and take at least one Toto itntu 
a Senator shall be elected. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That whenever, on the meeting 
of the Legislature of any State, a vacancy shall exist iu the representa* 
tion of such State in the Senate of the united States, said Legislature 
shall proceed, on the second Tuesday after the commencement and 
organization of its se88lon« to elect a person to fill such vacancy, tn 
the manner hereinbefore provided for the election of a Senator for a 
full term ; and if a vacancy shall happen during the session of the 
Legislature, then on the second Taesday after the Legislature sball 
have been organized and shall have notice of such vacancy. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted^ That it shall be the duty of the 
Governor of the State from which any senator shall have been chosen 
as aforesaid to certif>' his election, under the seal of the State, to the 
President of the Senate of the United States, which oertlfleate ahall 
he countersigned by the Secretary of State of the State.

FEDERAL OFFICERS. 



Hon. H9YT H. Wheeler, of Jamaica, district judge,, 
was born in Chesterfield, N. H., August 30, 1833 ; re- 
ceived an academical education at Chesterfield Academy 
and Newfene, Vt. ; read law with the late Hon. Charles 
K. Field, then of Newfane, and with Bradley & Kel- 
logg, of Brattleboro ; was admitted to tht^ Ijar of Wind- 
ham county in 1S59, and located in Jamaica the same 
year. Judge Wheeler represented Jamaica in 1867,. 
and was a senator from Windham county in 1868-69. 
In the latter year he was elected a judge of the supreme 
court, which position he continuously occupied until 
March 31, 1877, when he resigned, having been ap- 
pointed by President Hayes judge for the district of 
Vermont. Religious preference, Gongregationalist, 
and in politics is a republican. 

District Attorneyship— Vacant. 

Hon. Bradley B. Sm alley, of Burlington, clerk of 
the district of Vermont, was born in Jericho, Vt., Nov. 
26, 1S36, and removed to Burlington in 1839. Mr. 
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Smalley received a common school and academic edu- 
cation; studied law with his father, the late Hon. 
David A. Smalley ; was appointed district clerk in 1 86 1 , 
and admitted to the bar of Chittenden county in 1863. 
He represented the city of Burlington in the legislature 
of 1874 and again in 1878, and has held various muni- 
cipal offices in his adopted cit^. Religious preference* 
Episcopalian, and in politics is a democrat. 

General William Wirt Henry, of Burlington, 
marshal, was born in Waterbury, Vt., Nov. 21, 1831 ; 
received a common school and academical education, 
located in Burlington in 1868, and engaged in the 
manu&cture and sale of proprietary and other med- 
icines. Gen. Henry was commissioned first lieutenant 
of Co. D, 2d Vt. Vols. ; promoted successively major, 
lieutenant colonel, colonel of the loth Vt. Vols., and 
for gallant services on the field was made brig^er ' 

fenend by brevet. He has held several munid^ of- 
ces in both hb native town and adopted dty* In 
1865-66-67 he was a member of the senate from the ^ 
county of Washington, and in 1874-75 from the county* 
of Chittenden, and was appointed marshal by President 
Hayes in 1879, vice Gen. George P. Foster, deceased. 
Religious preference, Congregationalist, and in politics 
is a republican. 

General William Wells, of Burlington, collector 
of customs, was bom in Waterbury, Vt., Dec. 14, 
1837 ; received an academical education at Barre, Vt., 
and Kimball Union Academy, of Meriden, N. H., and 
engaged in mercantile life. Early in the war oif the 
rebellion he enlisted as a private in Co. C, ist Vt. 
Cav., received successive promotions as first lieuten- 
ant, captain, major, colonel, brevet brigadier, brigadier 
and brevet major general of volunteers. In 4865 and 
'66 he represented his native town in the legislature. 
In 1866 he was elected adjutant and inspector general, 
which position he held by successive elections till May, 
1872, when he was appointed by President Grant col- 
lector of customs, and the same year located in Bur- 
lington. Religious preference, Episcopalian, and in 
politics is a republican. 
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Hon. Charles S. Dana* of Montpelier, collector 
of internal revenue, was bom in Danville, Vt., Nov. 
i8, 1815 ; was a graduate of Dartmouth College, class 
of 1837 ; studied law and graduated at the Harvard 
Law School in 1840. He was judge of probate for the 
district of Caledonia from 1846 to 1854; removed to 
St. Johnsbury in i8|s6, and was appointed clerk of the 
county, which position he occupied for eight years; 
was a member of the house in 1862 and ^63, and sen- 
ator from Caledonia county in 1864. In 1864 Judge 
Dana was appointed collector of internal revenue by 
President Lincoln, which office he has since held. 



OQNGRESSIONAL DELEGATION. 



Hon. George F. Edmunds, of Burlington, senator^ 
was born at Richmond, Vt., Feb. i, 1828; received a 
common school education and the instruction of a pri- 
vate tutor; studied law with A. B. Maynard, Esq., of 
Richmond, in 1846 and '47, — with Messrs. Smalley & 
Phelps, of Burlington, in 1848 and ^49; was admitted 
to the bar of Chittenden county in 1849 practiced law 
in Richmond till November, 185 1, when he located in 
Burlington. In 1854, ''55, '57, '58 and '59 he was a 
representative in the legislature, serving as speaker of 
of the house in 1857, ^58 and 59; was a member^ and 
prtsidenl pro tempore of the senate in 1861 and '62. 
He was appointed United States senator, to fill the va- 
cancy occasioned by the death of the Hon. Solomon 
Footy and took his seat April 5, 1866 ; was elected for . 
the remainder of the term ending March 4, 1869, and 
has received two successive elections since ; his present 
term will expire in 1881. He was a member of the 
electoral commission in 1876, and is the acknowledged

Justin S. Morrill, of Strafford, was born at 
Strafford, Vt.t April 14, 1810; received an academic 
education ; was a merchant, and afterwards enraged in 
agricultunil pursuits : was a representative in tlie 34th, 
35th, 36th, 37th, 38th and 39th congresses. In 1866 
he was elected |o succeed the Hon. Luke P. Poland in 
the United States senate, took his seat March 4, 1867, 
and has received two successive elections since, his 
present term ending March 3, 1885. Religious prefer- 
ence, Congregatioiudist, and in politics is a republican.

FIRST DISTRICT. 

Counties — Addison, Bennington, Rutland, and Wash- 
ington* 

Hon. Charles H. Joyce, of Rutland, was born near 
Andover, England, Jan. 30, 1830, and emigrated to 
this country when a mere lad. He received an academ- 
ical education, and commenced the study of law with 
John L. Buck, Esq., of Northfield, about the year 
1850, reading also in the offices of F. V. Randall, Esq., 
and Hon. Ferrand F. Merrill, of Montpelier ; was ad- 
mitted to the bar of Washington county in 1852, and 
located in Northfield. In 1853 and '54 he held the of- 
fice of state librarian. In 1856 he was elected state s 
attorney for Washington county, and re-elected in 1857. 
In 1861 he was commissioned major of the 2d reg't Vt. 
Vols., and was promoted to the rank of lieutenant col- 
onel in 1862. In 1863 he removed to Rutland, which 
town he represented in 1870, serving as speaker the 
same year. Col. Joyce was elected from the first dis- 
trict of Vermont to tne 44th, 45th, and 46th congresses, 
and re-elected to the 47th, as a republican, receiving 
i5>645 votes against 6,771 votes for Jeain J. R. Randall, 
democrat ; 358 votes for Carlos C. Martin, greenbacker ;

Hon. James M. Tyler, of Brattleboro, was born at 
Wiimingtoii, Vt., Ai>rU 27, 1835 \ received an academi- 
cal education; studied law with Messrs. Keves & 
Howei of Brattleboro ; was one year in the law depart- 
ment of the Universi^ of Albany, N. Y., and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in i860 ; practiced law in his native 
town till 1864, when he located in Brattleboro. Mr. 
Tyler has never mingled in political life, but has strictly 
and successfully devoted himself to the pursuits of his 
profession, never holding any office except that of trus- 
tee of the Vermont asylum for the insane. He was 
elected from the second district of Vermont to the 46th 
and re-elected to the 47th congress, as a republican, 
receiving 15,960 votes against 6,698 votes for Daniel 
Campbell, democrat; 411 votes for John B. Mead; 
scattering 53.

Counties — Chittenden, Essex, Franklin, Grand Isle, 

Lamoille and Orleans.

Hon. Bradley Barlow^ of St, Albans, was bom 
in Fairfield, Vt., May 12, 1814, and until 1858 was en- 
gaged in agricultural and mercantile pursuits, when he 
removed to St. Albans, where he has since been en- 
gaged in banking and other large business pursuits ; is 
now president of the Vermont National Bank of St. 
Albans, and is largely interested in various railroad 
enterprises ; has been six times elected to the state 
house of representatives, and twice elected a state sen- 
ator ; has been twice elected a member of state con- 
stitutional conventions — of one of which he was as- 
sistant secretary ; was for several years county treasu- 
rer, and was elected to the 46th congress, as a national 
republican, receiving 8,367 votes, against 4,330 for 
Wm. W. Grout, republican, 1,095 votes for George L. 
Waterman, democrat, and 55 scattering votes. His 
term of service will expire March 3, 1881. 
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Hon. William W. Grout, of Barton, representa- 
tive elect from the third district, was born in Compton, 
P. Q., May 24, 1836. He received a liberal classical 
education ; read law and took a course in the State and 
National Law Schools, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., graduating 
in 1857, and immediately entered upon the practice of 
his profession, locating at Barton in 1857. He served 
in the war of the rebellion as lieutenant colonel of the 
15th regiment* Vt.

Hon. John Pierpoint, of Vergennes, chief justice, 
republican, was born in Litchfield, Conn., Sept. 10, 
1806. He read law, graduating at Judge Gould's law 
school, and located in Vergennes in 1832. Was edu- 
cated at the public schools and academies. Was a 
member of the house in 1841, and of the senate from 
Addison county in 1855, '56, and '57. In 1857 he was 
elected fourth assistant justice, and in 1865 succeeded 
to the chief justiceship of the supreme court of Ver- 
mont, which position he has occupied bv continuous 
elections since. Religious preference, Congregatioiw 
alist. 

Hon. James Barrett, of Woodstock, first associate 
justice, republican, was born in Strafford, Vt., May 
31, 1814. He is a lawyer by profession, and located 
in Woodstock in 1839. Previous to 1832, when he

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entered Orange County Grammar School, preparatory 
for college, Judge Barrett worked in a wool carding 
and clothing mill. He entered college in 1833 — but 
was obliged to suspend his studies one year, for want of 
means — and graduated at Dartmouth in 1838. He was 
a senator from Windsor county in 1844 3.nd '*45, serv- 
ing as president pro tempore latter year ; was state's 
attorney in 18.54 and '55, and was elected a judge of 
the supreme court in 1857, and has occupied a seat 
upon the bench through successive elections since that 
time. Religious preference, Congregationalist. 

Hon. Homer E. Royce, of St. Albans, second as- 
sociate justice, republican, was born in Berkshire, Vt., 
in 1 8 19. He is a lawyer by profession, and located in 
St. Albans in 1869. Was educated at the common 
schools. Was a member of the house from Berkshire 
in 1846, '47, and in 1861, and was a senator from 
Franklin county in 1849, '50 and '51. Held the office 
of state's attorney in 1846 and '47. Was elected a 
member of congress from the third district in 1856, '58, 
and ^6o» and elected a judge of the supreme court in 
1 870, and has received contmuous elections since . Has 
held a number of town offices in Berkshire. Religious 
preference^ Episcopalian. 

Hon. Timothy P. Redfield, of Montpelier, third 
associate justice, was born in Coventry, Vt., Nov. 3, 
18 12. He graduated at Dartmouth College, class of 
1836; read law with his brother, the late Hon. Isaac 
F. Redfield, formerly chief justice of the supreme 
court, and was admitted to the bar of Orleans county 
in 183^, settled in Irasburgh, and practiced his profes- 
sion till 1848, when he removed to Montpelier. In 
1848 he was a senator from Orleans county. In 1870 
was elected a judge of the supreme court, and has re- 
ceived successive elections since. In politics, Judge 
Redfield adheres to the Constitution and the Law.^^ 
Religious preference, Episcopalian. 

Hon. Jonathan Ross, of St. Johnsbury, fourth as- 
sociate justice, republican, was bom in Waterford, Vt., 
April 30, 1826. He is a lawyer, having read for that

and located in St. Johnsbury in 1856. Was a graduate 
of Dartmouth College. Was a member of the house in 
i865» ^66, ^iid ^7f ^ senator from the county of Cal- 
edonia in 1870.

Hon. H. Henry Powers, of Morristown, Hfth as- 
sociate justice, republican, was born in Morristown, 
Vt., May 29, 1835. Was a graduate of the University 
of Vermont, class of 1855. Read law with the late 
Hon. Thomas Gleed, of Morristown ; was admitted to 
the bar of Lamoille county in 1858; commenced tlie 
practice of his profession in Hydepark, and represented 
that town in the general assembly of 1858, and he was 
staters attorney for Lamoille county in 1861 and %2 ; 
was a member of the council of censors in 1869, and 
of the constitutional convention in 1870. In i9/2 he 
was a senator from Lamoille county. In 1874 he was 
representative from Morristown, serving that year as 
speaker of the house. Was elected to the supreme 
bench in 1874, and has received successive elections 
since.

Hon. Wheelock G. Veasey, of Rutland, sixth as- 
sociate justice, republican, was bom in Brentwood, N.

GOVERNOR, 

His Excellency, Roswell Farnham, 

of Bradford, was born in Boston, Mass., July 23, 1827, 
being the eighth generation in descent from Ralph Farn- 
ham who came from England and settled at Andover, 
Mass., in 1645, — on the maternal side, his lineage is 
traced back to the Mayflower. His immediate ances- 
tors, on both sides* were of New Hampshire origin. 
When quite young, his parents removed to Haveriiill, 
Mass., where they resided till 1837, when the great finan- 
cial crash of that year swept away the fortune of his 
&ther who was extensively engaged in the wholesale 
manu&cture of shoes. Tne next vear the family re- 
moved to Bradford, Vt., where the subject of this 
sketch has since resided, with the exception of a com- 
paratively short period. He fitted for college at the 
Bradford academy, working on his &ther^s £firm at the 
same time. Being unable to enter college, when fitted, 
for want of means, he continued his studies at the 
academy until he was enabled to enter the junior class, 
which he did at the University of Vermont in 1847, 
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and graduated in 1849. He immediatdy commenced 
teaching in the academy at Dunham, P. Q., where he 
remained some more than a year; he then taught in 
the academy at Franklin, Vt., during the next three 

years, and closed his career as a teacher at Bradford 
academy, whose principal he had been for two years. 
He was admitted to the Orange county bar in January, 
1857, located at Bradford, where he has since been en- 
gaged in a large and successful practice. In 1859, '60, 
and 61, he was elected staters attorney for Orange 
couilty. He held that office when he served his term as 
2d lieutenant of Co. D, (Bradford Guards,) of the ist 
regiment, Vt. Vols., and he resigned the position of 
staters attorney, to enter the 12th regiment, in the 
summer of 1862. While the ist regiment was at 
Newport News, Gov. Farnham was appointed provost 
marshal of the forces then there. In 1862, when the 
I2th regiment was called for, he recruited the Bradford 
Guards to the number required by government ; was 
elected captain, went to the field, was made lieutenant 
colonel, and held that position during the service of the 
regiment — being in command much of the time, as the 
colonel of the regiment was in command of the brigade. 
In 186S and ^69 Gov. Farnham was a senator from 
Orange county ; he was a delegate to the national re- 
publican convention at Cincinnati, which .nominated 
President Hayes, and was presidential elector the same 
year. He is one of the elective trustees of the. Univer- 
sity of Vermont and State Agricultural College. Re- 
ligious preference, Congregationalist. He was elected 
governor, as a republican, receiving 47,848 votes against 
21,245 votes for Edward J. Phelps, democrat; 1,57s 
votes for iMadison O. Heath, greenbacker, an^i 13 votes 
scattering. 

Lester F. Thurber, of Bradford, Secretary of Civil 
and Military Aiiairs, republican, was born in Washing- 
ton, Aug. 24, 1858. He is a teller in the Bradfora 
Savings Bank and Trust Company, and located in 
town in 1S76. Was educated at Goddard Seminary. 
Religious preference, Congregationalist. 

Frank H. Brown, of Rockingham, Clerk in the 
Executive Department, republican, was born in Weath- 
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•ersfield, Feb. 13, 1854. Educated at Wesleyan Sem- 
linary, Springfield, and has been teller in the First Na- 
tional Bank of Springfield, for six years. Is now 
known as Brownie, one of the Vermont correspond- 
ents of the Boston JoiirnaL Religious preference, 
Episcopalian.

His Honor, John L. Barstow, of Shelburne, was 
•born in Shelburne, Vt., Feb. 21, 1832. He is a farmer, 
and was educated in the schools of his native town.

•8th regiment Vt. Vols. In 1861 he was assistant clerk 
of the house of representatives, a member of the house 
in 1864 ^i^fl '65, and a senator from Chittenden county 
in 1 866 and '67. He was pension agent for many years, 
vacating the position only, when the office was consoli- 
dated with those of Maine and New Hampshire, and 
located at Concord in the latter state. He has been re- 
peatedly honored by elections to various offices of 
trust and responsibility in his. native town.

In Septem- 
ber, 1837, he was appointed cashier of the Grafton 
bank in Haverhill, which institution was closed in 1844,
